your favorite place or activity

preventing some very serious diseases 
so you can keep doing the things you 
love to do—instead of being sick. 

If you are protected from a disease, 
you won’t pass it on to your friends or 
family. And, you’ll help others by 
keeping your school and 
neighborhood disease-free!
